Charles Hayes, who really 
knows his fish, said it was a 
sturgeon, and that was what it 
proved to be. It was 22 inches 
long from tip of long bill to tip 
of shark-like tail and weighed 
less than a pound. 

A peculiar characteristic is 
that the sturgeon has no bony 
skeleton and no scales but has 
four rows of bony proveéctors 
along its sides, When alive it is 
as limber and pliable as rubber. 

Major Bryan read up on stur- 
geons and found that they in- 
frequently are found in South- 
ern fresh water streams and 
grow to more than ten feet in 
length and weigh as much as 
599 pounds.
